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University  Honors  Congressman  Wayne  Hays; 
Rusk  Urges  Discourse  Between  Generations 


Conferring  of  an  honorary  de- 
gree on  Ohio  Congressman  Wayne 
L.  Hays  and  an  address  by  U.S. 
Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk  high- 
lighted a  special  University  con- 
vocation December  2  on  the  Athens 
campus. 

Hays,  a  member  of  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives'  Commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Affairs,  received  the 
Doctor  of  Laws  degree  in  recog- 
nition of  his  leadership  in  develop- 
ing legislation  providing  federal 
funds  for  educational  and  cultural 
exchanges  between  the  United 
States  and  other  countries. 

Hays  is  chairman  of  the  House 
Subcommittee  on  State  Depart- 
ment and  Foreign  Operations  and 
co-author  of  the  Fulbright-Hays 
Act  of  1961. 

Over  75,000  students  and  teach- 
ers from  educational  institutions  in 
every  state  of  the  Union  and  more 


than  100  other  countries  have  par- 
ticipated in  exchanges  sponsored 
by  this  legislation. 

Fulbright-Hays  scholars  from 
Ohio  were  on  the  speakers'  plat- 
form as  special  guests  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

In  brief  acceptance  remarks, 
Congressman  Hays  shared  with  his 
Athens  audience  "a  thought  which 
occurs  to  me  nearly  every  year 
around  appropriations  time. 

"With  a  minimum  of  debate  and 
no  argument,  we  can  approve  in 
one  afternoon  a  vast  expenditure 
of  $40-$60  billion  for  defense  .  .  . 
and  I  vote  for  it  because  I  believe 
in   defense." 

Yet,  he  said,  "this  same  House 
and  Senate  will  spend  a  week  argu- 
ing whether  we  should  spend  one 
hundredth  of  one  percent  as  much 
for  the  Act  which  I  had  the  honor 
to  co-author. 


"It's  some  kind  of  commentary 
upon  your  Congress,"  Hays  said, 
"and  upon  you  who  send  us  to 
Congress." 

Speaking  of  a  "great  movement 
of  protest"  in  this  country,  Hays 
speculated: 

"What  might  happen  if  some- 
how or  other  students  could  urge — 
and  Congress  listens,  believe  me — 
that  we  spend  one  percent  of  what 
we  spend  on  defense  for  interna- 
tional understanding. 

"This  is  a  challenge,  and  it  might 
seem  impossible,"  he  added.  "Rut 
I  operate  on  the  theory  that  the 
difficult  things  we  do  today,  the 
impossible    take   a    little    longer." 

Fred  H.  Johnson,  Columbus,  vice 
chairman  of  the  Roard  of  Trustees, 
convened  the  Convocation.  The 
Most  Rev.  John  King  Mussio, 
bishop  of  Steubenville,  gave  the  in- 
vocation and  benediction.

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'What  it  is  we  ought  to  forget' 


Glancing  back  at  "the  history  of 
war  and  peace,"  U.S.  Secretary  of 
State  Dean  Rusk  suggested  to  an 
Athens  audience  recently  that  "we 
may  now  be  in  a  period  of  danger 
when  people  begin  to  forget." 

Rusk  spoke  to  students,  faculty 
and  townspeople  attending  a  spe- 
cial convocation  in  December  hon- 
oring Ohio  Congressman  Wayne 
L.  Hays. 

"It  is  of  some  consequence  that 
half  the  American  people  today 
do  not  remember  World  War  II 
and  the  events  that  led  up  to  it." 

Speaking  of  the  need  for  a  sober 
dialogue  between  the  generations, 
Rusk  continued: 

"We  who  are  older  undoubtedly 
must  come  to  know  what  it  is  we 
ought    to    forget,    what   scars    we 


ought  to  let  heal  and  be  forgotten, 
what  suspicions  set  aside,  what 
preparations  we  need  to  be  ready 
for  the  decades  ahead." 

In  this,  he  said,  "you  young 
people  can  help.  We  need  your 
help. 

"You,  on  the  other  hand,  face 
the  problem  of  trying  to  discover 
the  living  reality  in  those  things 
you  have  had  no  chance  to  re- 
member." 

Referring  to  Vietnam  and  the 
"phenomenon  of  aggression,"  Rusk 
told  his  listeners: 

"Those  of  us  who  were  young 
yesterday  rather  than  today  lived 
through  the  events  which  produced 
that  catastrophe  (World  War  II) 
and  its  tens  of  millions  of  deaths 
all  over  the  world.  As  young  people

we  watched  those  in  high  office 
of  the  governments  of  the  world 
fail  to  organize  a  peace,  and  I  am 
suggesting  to  you  today  that  the 
over-riding  necessity  of  the  race 
of  man  is  to  organize  a  peace,  not 
just  wish  for  it.  And  if  you  find 
that  some  of  us  have  a  certain 
passion  about  this,  try  to  under- 
stand why. 

"I  was  a  senior  in  college  when 
the  Japanese  militarists  went  into 
Manchuria.  'It  is  too  far  away,' 
they  said.  'Don't  worry  about  it. 
It's  not  our  business.'  A  little  later 
came  the  seizure  of  Ethiopia,  and 
the  League  of  Nations  could  not 
even  organize  an  oil  embargo  on 
Italy.  And  then  came  Hitler.  And 
some  of  you  may  remember  the 
idea  that,  if  he  were  given  another 
bite,  perhaps  he  would  be  satisfied. 

"And  so  we  went  into  World 
War  II.  And  more  than  10  million 
Americans  went  all  over  the  world 
— from  western  Europe  to  the 
jungles  of  Burma — to  try  to  estab- 
lish a  little  peace.  And  before  the 
guns  were  silent,  the  governments 
sat  down  in  conclave  to  draft  the 
United  Nations  charter,  to  draw 
the  lessons  from  World  War  II. 

"We'd  better  hang  on  to  this 
charter  and  those  lessons,"  Rusk 
continued,  "because  we  shall  not 
have  the  chance  to  draw  lessons 
from  World  War  III. 

"Now  this  is  why  we  have  been 
concerned  about  this  phenomenon 
of  aggression.  We  know  something 
about  the  use  of  arms  across  fron- 
tiers in  support  of  a  publicly  pro- 
claimed appetite  for  the  seizure  of 
other  nations." 

Stating  that  the  survival  of  man 
is  "no  longer  a  figure  of  speech, 
but  an  operational  problem  for 
every  serious  government,"  Rusk 
asked  his  listeners  to  keep  in  mind 
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the  background  of  the  Vietnam 
situation. 

"We  know  there  is  an  armed 
attack  being  launched  by  North 
Vietnam  against  South  Vietnam, 
that  there  are  at  least  20  regiments 
of  North  Vietnamese  regulars  in 
South  Vietnam." 

Second,  he  said,  "we  know  we 
have  treaty  commitments  to  take 
actions  to  meet  the  common  danger 
in  the  event  of  aggression  by  means 
of  armed  attack." 

A  third  background  element 
cited  by  the  Secretary  is  that  ad- 
versaries see  and  know  that  "the 
United  States  is  serious  about  its 
commitments." 

Fourth,  he  added,  "we  have  tried 
repeatedly  to  bring  this  matter 
from  the  battlefield  to  the  confer- 
ence table." 

In  this  connection,  Rusk  refer- 
red to  signs  carried  by  demonstrat- 
ors protesting  United  States  actions 
relating  to  Vietnam. 

"Sometimes  these  signs  read, 
'Peace  in  Vietnam.'  President  John- 
son has  carried  that  sign  into  every 
capital  of  the  world  over  and  over 
and  over  again.  We  will  stop  the 
bombing  today  if  the  other  side 
would  tell  us  what  they  would  do 
about  the  bombing  in  South  Viet- 
nam. If  their  representatives  would 
be  in  Geneva  tomorrow  afternoon, 
I  would  be  diere." 

Rusk  concluded  with  a  remark 
which  he  hoped  would  "be  par- 
doned by  friends  of  ours  in  other 
countries." 

Quoting  Lord  Acton's  remark 
that  power  tends  to  corrupt  and 
absolute  power  corrupts  absolutely, 
Rusk  said: 

"I  suggest  to  you  that  (the 
United  States')  power,  the  effect 
of  the  use  of  which  defies  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  mind  of  man,  has 
not  corrupted  the  American  people. 
Their  purposes  are  as  simple  as 
that  government  derives  its  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the 
governed.  Just  as  simple  as  live 
and  let  live."

Harold  Taylor 

A  HUNGER  FOR  ART 

"Our  obsession  with  the  mass 
media  and  technology  draws  atten- 
tion away  from  the  more  important 
problems  in  society." 

This  view  was  expressed  in  a 
Fine  Arts  lecture  by  Dr.  Harold 
Taylor,  educator,  author,  musician, 
art  critic  and  former  president  of 
Sarah  Lawrence  College. 

"The  artist  probes  beneath  what 
is  told  us  by  mass  communications, 
and  although  he  differs  from  the 
popular  view  it  keeps  society 
healthy." 

Defining  education  as  a  process 
whereby  we  move  from  narrow 
self-concerns  into  broadening  areas 
of  interest,  Taylor  faulted  Ameri- 
can universities  for  not  satisfying 
Americans'  "hunger  for  art." 

"The    arts    cannot   be   set   aside 


only  for  those  planning  on  making 
them  a  profession.  There  is  a  cre- 
ative energy  in  each  of  us,  and  edu- 
cation must  foster  this  rather  than 
block  it." 

NATIONALISM  'BIGGEST 
STRENGTH' 

"Our  biggest  strength  in  Asia 
today  is  nationalism.  It  is  the  chief 
bar  that  stands  in  the  way  of  a 
unified  communist  system,"  said 
Edwin  O.  Reischauer,  former  am- 
bassador to  Japan  and  a  guest 
speaker  in  the  1966-67  Kennedy 
Lecture  Series. 

"The  chief  hope  of  the  people 
of  Asia  is  to  achieve  the  kind  of 
society  that  they  and  we  want. 

"But  we  must  be  careful  not 
to  'mother-hen'  their  nationalism. 
There  is  a  fine  line  between  appre- 
ciation and  condescension.  In  our 
ignorance  we  often  fall  into  the 
latter." 

Reischauer  cited  three  areas  in 
which,  he  believes,  we  are  apt  to 
have  distorted  perspectives  of  Asian 
countries:  time,  space  and  insti- 
tutions. 

On  time:  "We  have  expected 
wonders  from  these  nations  in  the 
20  years  since  World  War  II.  "We 
should  be  thinking  in  terms  of  50 
or  100  years,  not  one." 

On  space:  "The  geography  of 
Asia  has  contributed  to  making 
these  nations  areas  of  weakness. 
They  do  not  greatly  affect  the  bal- 
ance of  power.  The  situation  is 
very  different  from  Europe  and 
calls  for  a  much  more  flexible  ap- 
proach," he  said. 

"Our  concept  of  their  institutions 
is  also  distorted,"  Reischauer  said. 
"We  act  as  if  we  assume  that  the 
alternative  to  totalitarianism  is 
democracy.  The  less-developed  na- 
tions   do    not    have    the    skill    for 
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either  a  fully  controlled  or  a  fully 
democratic   society." 

In  a  question-and-ansvver  period, 
Reischauer  said  he  believes  with- 
drawal from  Vietnam  would  be  a 
catastrophe. 

"I  believe  we  must  go  ahead 
with  what  we  are  doing  now.  But 
we  must  find  ways  to  de-escalate 
and  negotiate." 

His  comments  on  Red  China: 
"She  is  growing  more  slowly  than 
other  Asian  nations  and  is  losing 
the  ability  to  control  those  nations. 

"The  fundamental  problem  is 
getting  China  to  face  reality.  We 
should  be  opening  doors  for  them, 
not  shutting  them." 

NO  EASY  SOLUTION' 

An  authority  on  modern  Chinese 
politics  and  personalities  says  that 
he  cannot  foresee  Communist 
China  becoming  a  global  nuclear 
power  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  Howard  L.  Boorman,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Columbia  University 
faculty  who  was  in  China  at  the 
time  of  the  Communist  purge  in 
1950,  told  a  campus  audience: 

"Any  drastic  change  in  the  pres- 
ent Red  Chinese  position  in  the 
next  few  years  is  highly  unlikely. 
The  fact  that  they  have  nuclear 
weapons  doesn't  mean  they  will 
use  them."

Referring  to  the  nation  as  "still 
primitive  and  backward,"  Boorman 
credits  the  present  government  for 
having  unified  the  country  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  any 
living  Chinese. 

Terming  the  government  a  "revo- 
lutionary system  devoted  to  revolu- 
tionary ends,"  he  added,  "There  is 
no  easy  solution  to  the  Chinese 
problem.  We  must  keep  cool  in  our 
estimations." 

In  a  question-and-answer  period, 
Boorman  said  he  could  visualize 
several  events  which  might  bring 
mainland  China  into  direct  con- 
frontation with  America  in  the 
Vietnam  war:  collapse  of  the  North 
Vietnamese  government;  intensified 
bombing  of  the  Hanoi  and  Hai- 
phong areas;  or  a  U.  S.  troop 
buildup  near  the  Chinese  border. 

The  latter  he  likened  to  events 
leading  up  to  Chinese  intervention 
in  Korea. 

A  MATTER  OF  BALANCE 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Management, 
H.  E.  Gilbert,  president  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Fire- 
men and  Enginemen,  stressed  the 
balance  he  believes  should  exist 
between  labor  and  management. 

Free  enterprise  needs  free  col- 
lective bargaining  to  keep  labor 
and  management  in  balance,  Gil- 
bert said. 

Characterizing  today's  scene  as 
a  conflict  "between  free  collective 
bargaining,"  which  "largely  helped 
establish  this  booming  economy," 
and  the  trend  to  compulsory  arbi- 
tration, Gilbert  voiced  doubts  about 
the  validity  of  the  position  which 
says  that  newspaper,  utility  and 
airline  strikes  shouldn't  be  allowed 
because  they  are  an  inconvenience 
to  the  public. 

"America  won't  permit  its  work- 
ers to  live  under  dictatorships.  If 
an  industry  is  so  important  that 
the  workers  can't  strike,  that  in- 
dustry should  be  run  by  the  gov- 
ernment." 


H.C.N.  Williams 

ON  UNJUSTIFIABLE 
GROUNDS' 

Addressing  some  1,000  listeners 
in  the  first  of  this  year's  Kennedy 
Lecture  Series,  The  Rev.  H.  C.  N. 
Williams,  provost  of  England's 
Coventry  Cathedral,  said: 

"If  the  world  does  not  recover 
religion  within  the  next  two  gen- 
erations, it  is  unlikely  that  religion 
as  we  know  it  today  will  go  into 
the  21st  Century." 

Asserting  that  religion  is  clut- 
tered up  with  a  mess  of  tradition, 
material  and  administration  which 
obscures  the  central  function  of  the 
church,  the  South  African-born 
religious  leader  said  "the  church  is 
justifying  itself  on  unjustifiable 
grounds." 

Recognized  for  his  coordination 
of  experimental  relationships  with 
what  he  terms  "emerging  structures 
of  the  secular  community,"  Wil- 
liams stated  that  the  "church  must 
find  where  it  fits  in  with  every 
phase  of  the  community." 

Charging  that  the  church  spends 
too  much  time  answering  questions 
no  one  has  asked,  the  provost  said 
it  must,  instead,  "expose  theology 
to  the  border  line  of  risk.  ...  to 
the  edge  of  heresy  if  necessary." 

REIGN  OF  WITCHES' 

Giving  himself  "no  other  designa- 
tion than  that  of  historian,"  Dr. 
Dumas  Malone  spoke  at  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  lecture  on  "a  few  important 
things  the  past  can  say  to  the 
present,  along  with  some  it  cannot 
be  expected  to  say. 
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"The  truth  that  needs  to  be  ham- 
mered home  is  that  any  and  even' 
living  generation  must  be  wholly 
free  to  work  out  its  own  problems 
in  the  light  of  its  own  situation." 

In  this  process,  the  University 
of  Virginia  historian  believes, 
"journeys  into  the  past  can  do  much 
to  restore  or  provide  perspective. 

"History  seems  never  to  repeat 
itself  precisely,  but  sometimes  it 
very  nearly  does.  And  the  com- 
parisons and  contrasts  it  affords 
contribute  enormously  to  under- 
standing." 

Illustrating  his  point,  the  biog- 
rapher of  Thomas  Jefferson  recalled 
a  conversation  with  former  Presi- 
dent Truman  regarding  the  latter 's 
statement  in  his  Memoirs  that  the 
hysteria  of  the  McCarthy  era  re- 
minded him  of  that  at  the  time  of 
the  Alien  and  Sedition  Acts. 

"College  students  today  may  not 
have  personal  remembrance  of  the 


McCarthy  era,  when  suspicion 
poisoned  the  air  and  any  number 
of  people  were  smeared,  some  irre- 
vocably, by  exploiters  of  the  genu- 
ine national  concern  to  secure  the 
country  against  Communism. 

"In  the  time  of  the  Alien  and 
Sedition  Acts,"  Dumas  explained, 
"national  patriotism  and  fear  of 
France  were  similarly  exploited  for 
purposes  that  were  even  more  bla- 
tantly political.  Jefferson  referred 
to  this  as  the  reign  of  witches," 
said  Dumas,  and  those  in  the  early 
30's  who  knew  their  nation's  past 
were  able  to  diagnose  a  recurrence 
of  the  malady. 

'A  CULTURE  OF  POVERTY' 

Describing  the  "sense  of  shame" 
which  afflicts  one  on  a  trip  through 
"vast  areas  of  Appalachia  between 
urban  pockets  of  affluence,"  The 
Rev.  Jack  Weller,  a  Presbyterian 
minister  in  Eastern  Kentucky  and 


author  of  "Yesterday's  People," 
summed  up  the  background  of  the 
region  with  these  words  to  an 
Athens  audience: 

"In  some  ways  the  cultural  pat- 
terns of  Appalachia  resemble  the 
patterns  among  poor  people  every- 
where. Not  as  extreme,  of  course, 
but  in  that  direction.  For  there  is 
a  culture  of  poverty  that  enables 
a  person  to  survive  but  fails  to 
inbue  him  widi  the  attitudes,  skills 
and  motives  necessary  to  rise  from 
poverty." 

Regarding  the  programs  aimed 
at  development  of  the  area,  Weller 
cautioned: 

"It  seems  to  me  that  we  must, 
in  die  midst  of  these  (programs), 
assure  that  the  region  will  not  again 
find  itself  the  target  of  exploiters; 
nor  should  it  be  permitted  to  be- 
come more  dependent  and  less  in- 
clined to  move  into  the  mainstream 
of  American  life."

Alden  Visits  Vietnam; 
Ohio  Asked  To  Help 
Develop  New  Schools 


An  enthusiastic  welcome  from 
war  orphans,  a  personal  visit  with 
a  friend  and  former  student,  and 
discussions  with  American  and 
Vietnamese  officials  highlighted 
President  Vernon  Alden's  seven- 
day  tour  of  Ohio's  education 
projects  in  Vietnam  in  November. 

Purposes  of  the  trip  were  to  talk 
with  Vietnamese  officials  and 
Ohio's  staff  in  Saigon  to  get  their 
assessment  of  the  projects;  talk 
with  officials  of  the  U.  S.  Agency 
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for  International  Development 
(AID)  about  development  of  the 
projects;  and  discuss  plans  with 
AID  and  Vietnamese  officials  for 
expansion  of  Ohio's  program  of 
assistance. 

Dr.  Russell  A.  Milliken,  director 
of  the  University's  Center  for  Inter- 
national Programs,  accompanied 
Alden. 

On  a  visit  to  the  National  Wards 
School  in  Saigon,  Alden  was 
greeted  by  a  large  "Welcome  Presi- 
dent Alden"  sign  prepared  by  2,000 
war  orphans,  who  leaned  from  their 
classroom  balconies  waving  Viet- 
namese flags  and  cheering  "thank 
you"  for  assistance  to  the  impover- 
ished school.  Stopping  to  look  at 
the  notebook  of  one  boy,  Ohio's 
president  found  a  comic  book 
among   the   papers. 

Between  tours  of  schools  and 
discussions  with  civilian  officials, 
Alden  had  a  chance  to  chat  briefly 
with  Gen.  William  C.  Westmore- 
land, U.  S.  military  commander  in 
Vietnam  and  a  friend  and  former 
student  in  one  of  Alden's  seminars 
at  Harvard  Business  School. 

This  time,  Alden  was  the  student, 
with  the  general  answering  ques- 
tions in  his  soft  South  Carolina 
accent. 

In  a  brief  visit  with  Ambassador 
Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  Alden  dis- 
cussed the  possibility  of  sending 
University  people  back  to  Hue.  The 
Ohio  team  was  pulled  out  of  Hue 
last  March  when  political  unrest 
gave  way  to  violence.  Now  the  edu- 
cators hope  to  return. 

A  major  item  of  business  on  the 
agenda — plans  for  expansion  of  the 
University's  program  in  Vietnam — 
was  taken  up  in  discussions  with 
cabinet  officer  Dr.  Guyen  Tan 
Hong,  Herald  Winer,  head  of 
AID's  educational  division,  and 
other  officials  of  both  governments. 

Discussions  focused  on  the  role 
the  University  has  been  asked  to 
play  in  development  of  10  second- 


ary schools  which  would  serve  as 
demonstration  centers  for  the  prac- 
tices being  developed  in  projects 
in  Saigon  and  Hue. 

A  recommendation  that  Ohio 
expand  its  educational  activities  in 
Vietnam  to  include  these  schools 
was  made  last  summer  by  John 
Gardner,  U.  S.  Secretary  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare. 

Gardner  inspected  Ohio  projects 
last  May  when  he  led  a  presidential 
task  force  to  study  educational  and 
social  conditions  in  Vietnam. 

Following  his  recommendations, 
Ohio  added  five  men  to  its  Vietnam 
faculty.  Another  five  are  scheduled 
early  in  1967  and  six  more  will 
follow  during  the  year. 

While  in  Vietnam,  Alden  and 
Milliken  and  the  educators  also 
met  with  Charles  Benton,  president 
of  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  to 
consider  selection  of  $150,000 
worth  of  books,  films  and  tapes 
which  the  publishing  firm  is  donat- 
ing for  use  in  demonstration 
schools. 

The  grant  was  made  to  AID 
and  will  be  shared  by  Ohio  and 
Southern  Illinois  University,  which 
has  a  primary  education  program 
in  the  country. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of 
Vietnamese  students  who  attend 
Ohio  was  the  subject  of  other  talks 
between  Alden  and  Vietnamese 
officials.  AID  has  indicated  that  it 
will  help  finance  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  scholarships  for  Vietnam 
students  coming  to  the  U.  S. 

On  the  return  trip  from  Vietnam, 
Milliken  flew  on  to  Nigeria  for  a 
round  of  discussions  concerning 
the  University's  educational  assist- 
ance in  the  Northern  Region. 

The  Ford  Foundation  has 
awarded  the  University  $131,200 
to  finance  Ohio's  participation  in  a 
teacher  education  project  in  Ni- 
geria's Northern  Region,  where 
only  an  estimated  11  percent  of 
the  children  attend  school. 


Alumnus  Named  Head 
Of  Vietnam  Program 

Donald  Knox,  formerly  assistant 
superintendent  of  the  Chagrin  Falls 
(O. )  schools,  is  chief  of  party  of 
Ohio  University's  secondary  educa- 
tion program  in  Vietnam. 

Knox's  appointment  was  an- 
nounced by  President  Vernon 
Alden  during  the  latter's  visit  to 
Vietnam  in  November,  (see  story, 
page  7) 

Knox  spent  three  weeks  on  the 
Athens  campus  with  officials  of  the 
Center  for  International  Programs 
before  assuming  his  new  post  in 
Saigon  early  in  December. 

He  relieved  Gilbert  Stephenson, 
professor  of  education,  who  had 
headed  the  Vietnam  project  for  the 
past  two  and  a  half  years. 

In  his  new  post,  Knox  directs  the 
University's  technical  assistance 
programs  concerned  with  develop- 
ment of  curricula  for  teacher  train- 
ing and  demonstration  secondary 
schools    in   Vietnam. 

Ohio  University,  under  contract 
with  the  U.  S.  Agency  for  Inter- 
national Development,  provides 
assistance    to    the    Universities    of 
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Saigon  and  Hue  in  the  develop- 
ment of  pre-  and  in-service  training 
for  teachers  of  secondary  schools. 
Demonstration  high  schools  are  at- 
tached to  both  universities. 

As  chief  of  party,  Knox  heads  a 
staff  of  ten  Ohio  educational  spe- 
cialists now  in  Vietnam.  The  staff 
is  expected  to  increase  to  22  by 
mid-1967  as  the  University  extends 
assistance  to  ten  new  demonstra- 
tion schools  scheduled  for  construc- 
tion throughout  the  country. 

Prior  to  his  1963  appointment  as 
assistant  superintendent  at  Chagrin 
Falls,  Knox  was  an  elementary 
principal  in  the  Chagrin  Falls  and 
Richmond  Heights  school  systems. 
He  earlier  taught  at  the  elementary 
level. 

A  1954  graduate  of  Ohio,  he 
holds  MA.  and  Ed.D.  degrees  from 
Western  Reserve  University. 

Ohio  Has  New  VP; 
Whalen  Fills  Post 

Dr.  James  J.  Whalen,  dean  of 
students  at  Ohio  University  since 
June  of  1965,  has  been  promoted 
to  a  vice  presidency  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

He  joins  Vice  President  for  Aca- 
demic Affairs  Thomas  Smith  and 
Vice  President  for  University  De- 
velopment Martin  Hecht  as  a 
senior  officer  of  the  University. 

In  announcing  the  promotion, 
President  Vernon  R.  Alden  praised 
Dr.  Whalen's  accomplishments  in 
reorganizing  the  University's  stu- 
dent personnel  services. 

"Dr.  Whalen  has  merited  the 
respect  of  students  and  faculty  in 
his  efforts  to  provide  a  more  highly 
personalized  experience  for  indi- 
vidual students  in  a  rapidly  grow- 
ing university." 

While  serving  as  dean,  Dr.

Dr.  Whalen's  responsibilities 
have  included  on-  and  off-campus 
student  residences,  fraternities  and 
sororities,  the  university  health 
center,  student  activities,  discipline, 
the  counseling  center,  and  the  in- 
ternational students  office. 

Organization  changes  have  added 
to  the  student  affairs  program  the 
placement  and  internship  program, 
the  housing  office  and  student  resi- 
dence housekeeping. 

Additional  responsibilities  are  ex- 
pected to  be  assigned  to  the  new 
vice  president  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  Whalen  joined  the  Ohio  staff 
in  1964  as  director  of  the  newly- 
established  University  Counseling 
Center  and  associate  professor  of 
psychology.

"I'll  never  be  a  writer,  but  I  have 
learned  how  to  read." 

The  student  who  made  this  ob- 
servation had  discovered  his  cre- 
ative limitations.  He  had  experi- 
enced the  struggle  to  create  a 
character  who  could  be  accepted 
as  a  human  being  and  yet  stand 
for  a  point  of  view.  In  making  the 
effort,  he  had  walked  in  the 
author's  shoes  long  enough  to  read, 
if  not  write,  with  heightened 
awareness. 

This  technique  of  looking  at 
literature  from  the  other  end  of 
the  telescope  is  being  used  by  an 
unusual  staff  of  six  Ohio  Univer- 
sity English  professors,  each  of 
whom  enjoys  a  dual  career  as  a 
teacher  and  a  writer. 

As  established  authors,  they  are 
uniquely  qualified  to  teach  writ- 
ing and  to  help  the  young  writer. 
In  addition,  their  approach  to  read- 
ing literature  is  from  the  writer's 
point  of  view. 

A  spokesman  for  the  group  is 
Jack  Matthews,  director  of  the  cre- 
ative writing  area  in  the  Eng- 
lish department.  "When  a  writer 
teaches  literature,  he  tends  to  view 
a  story  or  a  poem  from  within,  as 
a  process  of  making  something," 
says  Matthews.  "In  this  way  he 
brings  different  perspectives  into 
the  literature  course." 

Matthews    is    an    active    writer. 


Over  sixty  of  his  short  stories  have 
been  published  in  literary  periodi- 
cals and  his  volume  of  short  stories, 
"Bitter  Knowledge,"  won  the  1964 
Ohioana  Award  for  fiction. 

Also  a  poet,  Matthews  has  had 
approximately  70  poems  published 
in  addition  to  a  volume  of  poetry 
printed  this  year.  His  first  novel 
has  been  accepted  for  publication. 

Matthews  feels  that  a  student's 
own  writing  experience  is  a  direct 
road  to  greater  perception  in  read- 
ing. "After  trying  to  write  a  short 
story,  a  student  finds  he  has  de- 
veloped insights  which  apply  to 
others.  It  is  a  valuable  supplement 
to  the  standard  academic  approach. 

"In  the  last  analysis,"  says  Mat- 
thews, "courses  in  creative  writing 
are  courses  in  literature." 

This  philosophy  is  fundamental 
in  the  English  department,  which 
spawned  the  writing  program  in 
1964.  The  program  is  not  a  sepa- 
rate area  but  rather  a  special 
discipline  which  both  supplements 
and  draws  from  other  English 
courses. 

The  six  instructors  in  the  pro- 
gram teach  literature  courses  as 
well  as  writing.  All  consider  that 
the  combination  of  the  interpretive 
and  creative  approaches  provides 
stimulation  and  balance. 

Student  agreement  with  this  phi- 
losophy is  reflected  in  the  growing 
popularity  of  the  creative  writing 
courses  by  students  majoring  in 
literature.  Increasingly,  these  stu- 
dents find  that  what  they  read,  and 
have  read,  was  written  by  one  of 
their  professors. 


Those  who  read  the  novel,  "The 
Hustler,"  and  later  saw  the  Acad- 
emy Award-winning  movie,  have 
been  understandably  impressed  to 
find  the  author,  Walter  Tevis,  on 
the  Ohio  University  teaching  staff. 

To  be  able  to  analyze  with  the 
author  a  character  like  Minnesota 
Fats  is  a  rare  opportunity  to  study 
the  dimensions  of  a  character.  The 
chance  to  talk  about  the  obsessed 
Fast  Eddie  is  to  learn  how  a  char- 
acter is  developed. 

Because  Tevis  also  advised  on 
the  filming  of  the  story,  students 
can  learn  of  the  problems  of  trans- 
lating a  novel  into  a  script  and 
criticize  the  characterizations  gi\'en 
Fats  by  Jackie  Gleason  and  Eddie 
by  Paul  Newman. 

"The  Man  Who  Fell  to  Earth," 
another  novel  by  Tevis,  allows  stu- 
dents to  query  him  on  the  devel- 
opment of  science  fiction.  The  book 
won  the  Little  Green  Man  citation 
for  the  outstanding  science-fiction 
novel  of  1963. 

For  students  who  want  to  be- 
come writers,  six  recognized  au- 
thors on  one  teaching  staff  offers 
opportunities  to  test  their  skills 
under  men  who,  according  to  one 
student,  "have  met  and  solved  the 
same  problems  we  face,  and  gone 
on  to  sell  their  stories." 

Despite  acknowledgment  that 
the  act  of  writing  is  a  lonely  busi- 
ness, the  teaching  staff  maintains 
that  classes  can  help  develop  a 
level  of  writing  skill  which  other- 
wise might  take  years  to  develop. 

Classes  give  practice  in  descrip- 
tion, dialogue,  narration,  character 
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and  plot  development.  While  no 
syllabus  is  used  for  any  of  the 
courses,  a  common  technique  is  to 
mimeograph  student  work,  without 
names,  and  distribute  it  for  criti- 
cism by  classmates. 

Getting  immediate  feedback 
helps  the  student  writer  pinpoint 
the  weaknesses  in  his  work,  the 
trite  or  belabored.  And  while  he 
may  not  have  recognized  hack- 
neyed phrasing  in  his  own  work, 
he  becomes  self-critical  after  seeing 
it  in  classmates'  work. 

Because  each  of  the  six  Ohio 
University  teachers  is  continually 
writing,  as  well  as  teaching,  a  com- 
munity of  creativity  has  been  fos- 
tered that  excites  students.  Success 
as  a  writer  seems  a  more  tangible 
goal  when  they  constantly  see 
newly  published  stories  and  novels 
bearing  their  professors'  names. 

During  the  past  year  alone,  the 
collective  tally  of  published  works 
for  the  six  professors  includes  four 
books,  two  plays,  25  short  stories 
and  articles,  and  28  poems. 

One  novel  of  this  year,  "Flowers 
for  Algernon,"  by  Daniel  Keyes, 
has  been  known  in  part  to  many 
students  as  a  short  story  appearing 
in  several  anthologies  and  as  a 
1961  Theater  Guild  presentation 
on  CBS-TV  under  the  title,  "The 
Two  Worlds  of  Charlie  Gordon." 

Expanded  into  a  novel  published 
last  March,  the  story  will  next  be 
seen  as  a  movie. 

Keyes  is  presently  working  on  a 
second  novel  and  a  collection  of 
short  stories. 

Keyes,  like  the  other  staff  mem- 
bers, has  enjoyed  major  financial 
rewards  from  his  writing.  Why 
then  does  he  teach?  For  Keyes, 
writing  anchors  the  day.  He  writes 
on  a  schedule  of  at  least  two  hours 
every  afternoon. 

"Teaching  stimulates  me.  Some- 
thing a  student  said  to  me  gave  me 
the  idea  of  'Flowers  for  Algernon.' 
A  story  I  have  just  finished  came 
from  a  comment  by  a  middle-aged 


student.   They   represent   reality, 
some  of  which  becomes  our  fiction. 

"For  me,  teaching  and  writing 
work  well  together,"  says  Keyes.  "I 
consider  myself  a  writer-teacher, 
no  priorities." 

That  the  two  careers  can  com- 
plement each  other  is  evidenced 
by  Hollis  Summers,  honored  for  Ins 
teaching  by  being  named  a  Dis- 
tinguished Professor  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. Since  coming  to  the  Uni- 
versity in  1959,  he  has  taught 
concurrent  courses  in  writing, 
poetry  and  literature. 

As  a  writer,  Dr.  Summers  is 
an  internationally  known  novelist, 
poet,  editor  and  lecturer.  His  pub- 
lished works  include  three  novels, 
three  volumes  of  poetry  and  many 
individual  poems  winch  have  ap- 
peared in  national  magazines. 

He  has  recorded  collections  of 
his  poetry  and  the  records  are  used 
widely  in  college-level  poetry 
courses.  He  was  a  Danforth  Lec- 
turer in  both  1963-64  and  1965-66 
and  under  Danforth  Foundation 
sponsorship  has  lectured  at  forty 
colleges  and  universities.  The 
teaching  of  writing  has  taken  him 
from  the  campus  to  over  20  writ- 
ers' conferences. 

His  volume  of  poetry,  "Seven 
Occasions,"  was  nominated  for  a 
Pulitzer  Prize  in  1965.  Saturday 
Review  said  of  the  volume,  "This 
is  just  the  book  to  reinvigorate 
the  taste  for  poetry  in  those  con- 
vinced that  they  have  lost  it.  Sum- 
mer's nervy  poems  .  .  .  have  found 
their  own  voice,  a  voice  conversa- 
tional and  close  to  the  listener.  So 
firm  is  the  speaker's  seizure  of  his 
listener's  lapels,  so  authentically 
insistent  is  the  poke  of  the  finger 
into  his  chest,  that  the  hearer  seems 
drawn  irresistibly  into  the  poems." 
A  new  member  of  the  creative 
writing  staff  this  year  is  David 
Madden,  a  playwright,  novelist  and 
poet.  For  him  teaching  is  a  chance 
to  be  creative  just  as  writing  is. 
"I   began   to   want  to   teach  in 


high  school,  to  bring  to  the  class- 
room the  type  of  excitement  I 
thought  was  possible.  I  had  a  de- 
sire to  see  something  happen  cre- 
atively in  life,  and  my  reactions 
are  to  living  human  beings. 

"I  set  as  my  task  in  the  class- 
room the  bringing  around  of  stu- 
dents to  the  point  where  they  see 
things  in  plays  and  stories  which 
they  have  a  resistance  to  seeing." 

Teaching  and  writing  are  both 
creative  efforts  for  Madden;  he 
notes  that  a  balance  between  the 
two  is  required. 

"I  do  think  there  is  such  a  thing 
as  creative  energy,  a  raw  thing  like 
electricity.  When  I  have  a  full 
teaching  load,  I  don't  write  as 
much  because  I  pour  all  my  cre- 
ativity into  teaching." 

An  ideal  balance  for  Madden 
would  be  writing  and  teaching  a 
different  course  every  year. 

Maddens  first  novel,  "The  Beau- 
tiful Greed,"  was  published  in  1961. 
He  has  written  short  stories,  essays 
and  poems  and  before  coming  to 
Ohio  was  assistant  editor  of  the 
Kemjon  Review.  He  also  is  a  play- 
wright and  has  written  the  libretto 
for  an  opera  and  the  book  for  a 
musical.  Of  his  plays  which  have 
been  published  and  produced, 
"Cassandra  Singing"  is  best  known. 
A  successful  career  as  a  writer 
led  one  of  the  Ohio  University  staff 
to  teaching.  The  choice  of  combin- 
ing writing  and  teaching  was  made 
just  two  years  ago  by  James  Nor- 
man Schmidt,  who  writes  under  the 
pseudonym  of  James  Norman. 

For  many  years  Schmidt  was  a 
freelance  writer  and  author  while 
living  in  Europe  and  Mexico.  He 
had  earlier  been  a  foreign  corre- 
spondent during  the  Spanish  Civil 
War  and  World  War  II. 

He  is  the  author  of  13  books  in- 
cluding a  complete  1962  revision 
of  the  popular  travel  handbook, 
"Terry's  Guide  to  Mexico."  His 
novels,  often  laid  in  Mexico  and 
Spain,   have  been   published   here 
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and  abroad  in  as  many  as  seven 
translations.  He  is  presendy  com- 
pleting a  long  historical  work  based 
on  the  Mexican  American  War. 

Over  300  articles  and  stories  by 
Schmidt  have  appeared  in  a  variety 
of  magazines  including  Atlantic, 
Look  and  National  Geographic. 
Eight  of  his  television  dramas  have 
been  produced. 

For  a  program  initiated  only 
three  years  ago,  a  group  of  six  pro- 
ducing writers  on  a  teaching  staff 
represents  a  heady  rate  of  growth. 

To  Keyes,  who  like  Madden, 
joined  the  staff  this  year,  the  atti- 
tude of  the  English  department 
and  the  University  toward  writers 
was  decisive  in  his  coming. 

"The  attitude  here  reflects  the 
acceptance  that  writing  is  a  part 
of  the  world  of  knowledge  which 
the  University  hopes  to  have.  Not 
just  scholarly  writing  and  reports, 
but  poetry,  stories,  novels.  The  de- 
partment here  seems  to  feel  that 
it  is  part  of  its  responsibility  to 
increase  the  body  of  writing  and 
good  fiction." 

Keyes  was  also  attracted  to  Ohio 
by  the  presence  of  the  other  writers 
on  the  staff. 

"The  stimulation  here  is  fantastic. 
I  turned  down  a  couple  of  other 
places  when  I  found  that  there  I 
would  be  'the'  writer  in  residence 
and  be  isolated.  I  think  it  is  good 
to  have  a  community  of  writers,  a 
community  of  souls." 

The  community  has  drawn  not 
only  writers,  but  students.  Three 
master's  degrees  in  creative  writ- 
ing were  awarded  last  year.  This 
year  there  are  five  students  work- 
ing toward  that  degree. 

One  of  these  students,  a  grad- 
uate of  an  eastern  university,  ex- 
plained his  choice  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity for  graduate  work. 

"I  came  because  there  are  a  lot 
of  good  writers  here.  I  wanted  to 
study  under  good  people."

Poet,  novelist,  editor,  founder  of  the  Noonday  Press,  and 
director  of  the  Noonday  and  Ohio  University  Presses,  the  late 
Cecil  Hemley  was  both  a  capable  and  versatile  man.  About  his 
novels  critics  wrote  that  he  managed  "to  combine  profundity 
with  a  classic  economy  of  means"  and  that  he  wrote  "a  precise, 
simple,  lucid,  and  polished  prose."  His  poetry  and  fiction  revealed 
both  "honey  as  well  as  wormwood  in  his  vision  of  life,"  for  he 
was  able  to  acknowledge  "the  vile  without  excluding  the  good." 
These  qualities  pervade  Hemley's  DIMENSIONS  OF  MID- 
NIGHT, a  volume  as  many-sided  as  its  author.  The  book  contains 
his  collected  poetry:  his  earlier  volumes  IN  THE  MIDNIGHT 
WOOD  and  PORPHYRY'S  JOURNEY,  as  well  as  early  and  late 
poems  never  before  published  in  book  form.  Moreover,  the 
volume  includes  four  previously  unpublished  short  stories  and 
a  one-act  play,  each  revealing  the  respect,  insight  and  compassion 
Cecil  Hemley  demonstrated  in  both  his  fiction  and  his  life.  Con-

Combining  poetry  "well  worth  many  readings  by  a  real  lover 
of  poetry,"  prose  revealing  insights  into  human  depravity  and 
innocence,  and  two  meaningful  contributions  to  contemporary 
letters,  DIMENSIONS  OF  MIDNIGHT  presents  the  visible 
meaning  of  a  dedicated  writer's  mind,  a  mind  whose  service  to 
literature  took  an  abundance  of  forms.

WALL  PAINTING.  "A  hand- 
some and  unusual  mural"  on  the 
archway  of  Seigfred  Hall  is  the 
subject  of  a  recent  article  by  Co- 
lumbus Dispatch  writer  Frances 
Piper.  The  mural  was  painted  last 
summer  by  J.  E.  L.  Eldridge,  as- 
sociate professor  of  painting  and 
drawing. 

"It  was  almost  a  blinding  sur- 
prise as  I  chanced  upon  it  from 
the  top  of  the  hill  and  was  indeed 
an  innovation  in  the  open  space. 
At  that  distance  it  reminded  me 
of  the  mosaic  murals  one  sees  in 
Mexico.  To  my  knowledge,  there 
is  nothing  to  equal  it  on  any  other 
campus  in  Ohio. 

"As  I  was  lured  closer  I  experi- 
enced an  amazing  variety  and  bril- 
liance of  startling  colors  which 
gave  force  and  dignity  to  the  de- 
sign and  the  excellent  line  draw- 


ings. His  work  is  original,  some- 
times obscure  or  occasionally 
provocative  but  always  interesting." 


REGIONAL  TASK  FORCE  as 
reported  by  United  Press  Interna- 
tional, businessmen  at  the  first 
Major  Business  Institute  sponsored 
by  Ohio's  Center  for  Economic 
Opportunity  agreed  that  a  regional 
task  force  of  community  leaders  to 
build  up  local  areas  was  needed 
for  the  economic  and  social  devel- 
opment of  Appalachia.

FEBRUARY  OPENING.  An 

early  February  opening  is  planned 
for  the  new  $2.8  million  building 
on  the  Ohio  University  at  Belmont 
County  campus. 

Reporting  in  the  Columbus  Dis- 
patch, Dave  Mathews  noted,  "Ex- 
terior brick  work  is  moving  rapidly 
on  the  new  building  on  a  hilltop 
just  north  of  Intersection  50  west 
of  St.  Clairsville.  Land  for  the  new 
campus  was  donated  by  the  county 
near  its  former  TB  sanatorium, 
which  is  now  being  used  by  the 
branch.  Local  funds  were  obtained 
by  a  successful  fund  drive,  which 
has  brought  praise  from  university 
officials. 

"The  new  campus  building  is 
planned  for  1,000  students  at  a 
time  but  enrollment  will  be  in- 
creased by  day  and  night  classes."

GOONEY  BIRD.  "There  is  a 
Gooney  Bird  on  the  campus  of 
Ohio  University  that  is  unique 
among  U.S.  colleges  and  universi- 
ties," reports  Allen  D.  Ashbolt  in 
the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer. 

Reporter  Ashbolt  refers  to  a 
DC-3  used  as  a  flying  laboratory 
by  the  University's  electrical  engi- 
neering department. 

"Their  flying  lab,  acquired 
through  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency,  is  used,  among  other 
things,  to  corroborate  computer 
data  concerning  flight  safety  instru- 
mentation."

THE  AMERICAN  ARTIST. 

"Only  recently  has  the  American 
artist  been  able  to  work  outside 
the  metropolitan  centers  of  culture 
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without  suffering  from  either  star- 
vation or  artistic  stagnation,"  re- 
ports the  Appalachian  Review. 

"In  the  last  few  years  an  in- 
creased emphasis  on  art  by  the  na- 
tion's institutions  of  higher  learning 
has  brought  a  healthy  diffusion  to 
the  once  city-dominated  scene. 

"One  such  'university  artist'  is 
Ohio  University's  David  Hostetler, 
a  sculptor  whose  medium  is  painted 
American  elm  and  whose  subject 
is  the  human  form.  Although  his 
realistic,  graceful  figures  have  been 
shown  in  most  of  the  urban  art 
centers  of  the  country,  Hostetler 
lives  quietly  in  the  hill  country 
near  Athens,  not  far  from  the  place 
of  his  birth."

AIRPORT    EXPANSION.    An 

800-foot  extension  to  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Airport,  built  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $59,000,  brings  the 
total  runway  availability  to  4,000 
feet  and  makes  possible  the  land- 
ing of  aircraft  as  large  as  DC-3's 
and  small  jets,  reports  the  Colum- 
bus Citizen-Journal. 

Director  of  Aviation  Fran  Fuller 
points  out  that  the  additional  run- 
way area  will  also  "provide  an  ad- 
ditional margin  of  safety  for  ade- 
quate everyday  operation."  Of  the 
19,331  recorded  landings  reported 
last  year,  15,880  of  these  were 
made  by  Ohio  University  aircraft.

Stout,  director  of  publications,  and 
printed  by  Lawhead  Press. 


University  may  establish  school  of  dance 


A  school  of  dance  may  be  in  the 
offing  for  Ohio  University. 

The  possibility  of  establishing 
such  a  program  within  the  College 
of  Fine  Arts  was  the  subject  of 
exploratory  talks  between  faculty 
members  and  administrators  meet- 
ing with  a  three-member  panel  of 
consultants  invited  to  the  campus 
in  November  by  Jack  Morrison, 
dean  of  the  College. 

The  panel  will  submit  a  report 
with  its  recommendations  regard- 
ing such  a  school  at  the  University 
and  the  position  it  might  have  in 
the  curriculum. 

Members  of  the  committee  are 
Harold  Taylor,  Jean  Erdman  and 
Dorothy  Madden. 

An  educator  and  writer,  Dr. 
Taylor  is  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Ballet  Theatre  and  a  former 
member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Martha  Graham  School  of 
Contemporary'  Dance. 

Miss  Erdman,  a  choreographer 
and  dancer,  heads  the  dance  pro- 
gram in  New  York  University's 
School  of  Arts.  Choreographer  for 
the  Broadway  show,  "Coach  With 
the   Six   Insides,"  she  is   currently 


coaching  the  acting  company  of 
"Yerma"  at  Lincoln  Center  in  New 
York  City.  She  also  serves  as  a 
consultant  to  the  Arts  and  Humani- 
ties Program  of  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Education. 

Dr.  Madden  is  dance  coordinator 
at  the  University  of  Maryland  and 
vice  president  of  the  National 
Council  of  the  Arts  in  Education. 

Dr.  Morrison  said  he  anticipates 
"a  very  strong  recommendation" 
from  the  committee  for  establish- 
ment of  such  a  school  at  Ohio. 

Before  departing  the  campus, 
Dr.  Taylor  reported  informally  that 
"the  existing  relationships  between 
architecture,  art,  music  and  theatre 
provides  a  ready-made  situation  in 
which  dance  could  be  part  of  an 
integrated  program." 

Dr.  Morrison  said  that  the  addi- 
tion of  the  art  of  dance  to  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  would  stimu- 
late and  broaden  the  education  of 
all  students  in  the  College. 

Currently,  six  courses  in  dance 
are  offered  students  for  credit  and 
a  dance  club,  Orchesis,  is  part  of 
the  University's  extracurricular 
programs.

The  Bobcats  bounced  halfway 
back  this  fall  with  a  5-5  split 
against  a  tough  schedule. 

Following  an  opening  42-3  past- 
ing by  Purdue,  the  Big  Ten's  Rose 
Bowl  participant,  the  Bobcats 
broke  their  losing  skein  with  a  23- 
14  win  over  Boston  College. 

Ohio  then  traveled  to  Kent  State 
to  open  MAC  competition  and  in 
an  exciting  finish  pulled  a  12-10 
upset,  with  sophomore  Bill  Pataki's 
49-yard  field  goal  providing  the 
winning  margin. 

Toledo  visited  Athens  the  fol- 
lowing weekend  and  was  rated  a 
slight  favorite  over  the  resurgent 
Bobcats.  After  a  dismal  first  half, 
Ohio  went  on  to  a  21-6  victory. 

Xavier  was  next  and  Ohio  won 
the  series-ending  game  with  the 
Musketeers,  24-10,  but  at  the  ex- 
pense of  injuries  to  several  per- 
formers, including  leading  ground 
gainer  Bob  Houmard. 

The  injuries  affected  the  margin 
of  Miami's  33-13  win  the  follow- 
ing weekend.  Top  quarterback  Ron 
DeLucca  suffered  a  hip  pointer 
injury  and  Houmard  and  end  Bill 
Biggs  were  at  half  speed. 

With  DeLucca  and  other  start- 
ers sidelined,  Dayton's  Flyers 
spoiled   Homecoming,  20-12. 

Most  of  the  injured  were  back 
for  the  Western  Michigan  game, 
but  the  rust  wasn't  off  the  edges 
and  the  Bobcats'  own  miscues 
spelled  a  20-13  victory  for  Western 
and  the  latter's  share  of  the  MAC 
crown   with   Miami. 

Mentally  down  after  the  setback 
at  Western,  Ohio  went  to  Bowling 
Green  to  meet  a  physically  bigger 
team  of  Falcons  who  outmuscled 
the  Bobcats,  28-0,  on  a  wet  field. 


Ohio  rallied  for  a  final  Dad's 
Day  win  over  Marshall,  28-0,  and 
fourth  place  in  the  Conference  with 
a  3-3  record. 

FROSH  POST  PERFECT  5-0 

Coach  Bucky  Wagner's  freshman 
squad  served  notice  they'd  be 
tough  to  handle  with  an  opening 
48-0  drubbing  of  Marshall.  Xavier 
came  to  Athens  the  following  week 
and  left  town  67-0  losers  to  the 
Bobkittens. 

West  Virginia  gave  the  yearlings 
a  tougher  test,  but  the  Ohioans 
responded  with  a  convincing  33-6 
win,  with  the  losers'  only  score 
coming  in  the  last  10  seconds. 

Ohio  then  traveled  to  dangerous 
Miami  and  racked  up  win  number 
four,  28-22,  on  the  Papooses'  field. 

Cincinnati  was  victim  number 
five,  20-14,  and  spelled  an  unde- 
feated campaign.

1965-66:  SUMMARY  AND  REVIEW 


Ohio  University  receives  private  sup- 
port in  several  ways.  In  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1966,  individuals  and  organizations 
responded  to  the  University's  needs  with 
cash  contributions,  gifts-in-kind,  and  de- 
ferred giving. 

VOLUME  AND  SOURCES 
OF  PRIVATE  SUPPORT 

Cash  gifts  in  1965-66  totaled  $689,875. 
Such  gifts  numbered  7,596  (as  compared  to 
3,699  the  preceding  year),  and  came  from 
alumni  and  friends,  business  firms,  foun- 
dations, and  other  special  groups  and  or- 
ganizations. During  this  same  period,  the 
University  received  gifts-in-kind  valued  at 
$350,308.  In  addition,  a  total  of  $2,648,988 
was  pledged  to  the  University  as  of  June  30, 
1966.  This  brought  the  total  amount  given 
and  pledged  to  the  University  in  1965-66  to 
$3,689,171.  A  review  of  the  facts  and  figures 
follows,  as  well  as  a  report  of  the  uses  of 
private  support  in  1965-66. 

CASH  GIFTS  Of  the  $689,875  con- 
tributed during  the  year,  approximately 
three-fifths  came  through  Ohio  University 
Fund  appeals.  The  balance,  $282,580,  came 
through  local  campaigns  in  several  branch 
campus  communities. 

Cash  gifts  in  response  to  Fund  appeals 
numbered  3,734  and  totaled  $407,295— a  28 
percent  increase  over  the  preceding  year  and 
more  than  two  and  a  half  times  the  amount 
contributed  five  years  ago.  Setting  the  pace 
were  2,317  alumni,  who  contributed  $156,454. 
Others  contributing  included  friends  (972), 
corporations  and  foundations  (253),  and 
other  organizations  (192). 

A  total  of  $282,580  was  contributed  by 
3,862  individuals  and  organizations  through 
local  campaigns  in  Lancaster,  Belmont 
County,  Portsmouth,  and  Ironton.  The  gifts 
are  earmarked  for  development  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity campuses  in  the  communities. 

Of  special  interest  here  is  the  Lancaster 
campaign,  which  was  launched  last  year  fol- 
lowing announcement  by  Ohio's  Board  of 
Regents  of  a  grant  of  $1,750,000  for  con- 
structing and  equipping  a  new  campus  build- 


ing if  Fairfield  County  could  raise  $500,000. 
Residents  responded  with  pledges  of  cash, 
land,  and  utilities  services  totaling  $551,000. 
At  the  close  of  fiscal  year  1965-66,  cash 
contributions  totaled  $184,073  from  more 
than  3,500  citizens  of  Lancaster  and  sur- 
rounding communities.  A  gift  of  $77,000 
earmarked  for  purchase  of  land  brought  this 
total  to  $261,073. 

The  success  of  the  Lancaster  campaign 
is  convincing  evidence  of  the  desire  of  Fair- 
field County  residents  for  a  university  to 
serve  the  needs  of  their  community.  It  is 
also  a  tribute  to  the  energy  and  abilities  of 
Milton  J.  Taylor,  '50,  owner  of  Taylor  Chev- 
rolet in  Lancaster.  A  past  president  of  Ohio 
University's  Alumni  Association,  Taylor 
served  as  chairman  of  the  campaign. 

Also  received  during  the  year  were  cash 
gifts  totaling  $21,507  to  be  used  for  devel- 
opment of  University  campuses  in  Belmont 
County  ($20,207),  Portsmouth  ($1,000), 
and  Ironton   ($300). 

GIFTS-IN-KIND  Gifts-in-kind  received 
in  1965-66  had  a  total  estimated  value  of 
$350,308.  Major  gifts  included  a  satellite 
tracking  facility  now  installed  at  the  Uni- 
versity's Radar  Hill  research  laboratory  just 
outside  Athens. 

A  gift  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of 
Ohio,  the  facility  is  now  used  by  students 
and  faculty  members  to  track  and  collect 
data  transmitted  by  U.S.  satellites. 

Other  major  gifts  included  an  airplane 
and  two  computers.  The  computers  have 
been  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Electri- 
cal Engineering,  where  students  and  fac- 
ulty members  will  use  them  in  experimental 
work  with  the  equipment  itself. 

Other  gifts-in-kind  received  last  year 
from  individuals  and  organizations  included 
property,  equipment  for  special  purposes, 
and  books  and  periodicals  for  the  Univer- 
sity's Libraries. 

DEFERRED  GIVING  The  generosity 
of  alumni,  friends,  graduating  students,  cor- 
porations, foundations,  and  other  organiza- 
tions resulted  in  deferred  gifts  to  the  Uni- 
versity totaling  $2,648,988.

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Of  special  significance  are  the  follow- 
ing pledged  amounts:  Trustees'  Academy, 
$2,293,755;  Ohio  University  at  Lancaster, 
$289,927,  Class  of  1966  Gift,  $20,285. 

Deferred  giving  takes  several  forms. 
For  instance,  in  1965-66,  individuals  plan- 
ning their  estates  pledged  $170,000  by  nam- 
ing the  University  a  beneficiary  in  wills  and 
insurance  policies. 

Deferred  giving  also  takes  the  form  of 
pledges  for  endowment  of  professorships 
and  scholarship  funds. 

Still  another  form  of  deferred  giving  is 
illustrated  by  the  Senior  Class  Challenge. 
Departing  from  the  custom  whereby  the 
graduating  class  donates  a  lump  sum  for 
purchase  of  a  particular  gift,  408  members 
of  the  Class  of  1966  made  individual  pledges 
totaling  $20,285  to  the  University  over  the 
next  five  years. 

USES  OF  CASH  GIFTS  TO  THE  FUND 

The  $407,295  in  cash  gifts  made  last 
year  by  3,734  in  response  to  Ohio  University 
Fund  appeals  provided  financial  assistance 
to  students  and  support  of  teaching  and 
research  programs. 

STUDENT  AID  More  than  half  of 
the  cash  gifts — $212,196  from  approximately 
250  companies,  friends,  and  alumni — were 
allocated  for  student  aid.  These  included 
contributions  to  the  General  Student  Aid 
Fund,  which  supports  honor  and  need  schol- 
arships, and  the  Earl  C.  Seigfred  Rotating 
Scholarship  for  students  in  the  fine  arts. 

ENDOWMENTS  AND  FOUNDA- 
TIONS Gifts  totaling  $83,790  and  con- 
tributed by  approximately  125  alumni  and 
friends  were  designated  for  a  number  of 
special  endowments  and  foundations  aimed 
at  strengthening  the  faculty  and  teaching 
programs  of  the  University. 

These  special  accounts  include  the  Rich- 
ard L.  Bitters  ('50)  Memorial  Fund,  the 
Joseph  Hall  Fund,  the  Zousmer  Memorial 
Foundation  for  television  journalism,  and  the 
Gordon  K.  Bush  Memorial  Fund  for  News- 
paper Journalism. 

FACULTY  ENRICHMENT  Allocated 
for  faculty  enrichment  were  cash  gifts  total- 


ing $19,000  from  members  of  the  Trustees' 
Academy.  Not  included  in  this  sum  are  cash 
gifts  to  the  branch  campuses,  gifts-in-kind, 
and  pledges  from  members  of  the  Academy. 

LIBRARY  Of  the  $11,825  allocated  for 
print  and  microfilm  materials  and  equipment 
for  University  Libraries,  approximately 
$10,000  was  earmarked  for  books. 

RESEARCH  The  sum  of  $11,460  was 
allocated  for  research.  This  money  is  used 
to  purchase  special  equipment  for  which 
state  appropriations  are  not  budgeted,  or  as 
"seed"  money  for  new  or  unusual  experi- 
mental ventures  for  which  other  funds  are 
not  available. 

ACADEMIC  DEVELOPMENT  Shar- 
ing in  the  $8,900  allocated  for  academic 
development  were  chemistry  and  several 
departments  in  the  College  of  Engineering. 
This  money  is  used  in  several  ways — for 
instance,  to  purchase  professional  publica- 
tions or  special  equipment  which  is  particu- 
larly useful  to  faculty  members  and  students 
in  these  departments. 

INTELLECTUAL  AND  CULTURAL 
FUND  The  $5,276  allocated  to  this  and  the 
Fine  Arts  Project  Fund  is  used  for  acquisi- 
tion of  art  works  and  materials,  sponsorship 
of  a  history  essay  contest  for  high  school 
students,  and  similar  projects. 

OTHER  USES  Included  in  $13,071 
allocated  for  other  purposes  were  a  gift  to 
the  Ohio  University  Press  and  payment  on 
pledges  by  members  of  the  Class  of  1966. 

UNDESIGNATED  GIFTS  Last  year, 
$41,777  in  unrestricted  gifts  were  contrib- 
uted by  1,062  alumni,  friends,  business  firms, 
and  other  organizations.  Allocation  of  these 
gifts,  which  are  not  earmarked  for  a  par- 
ticular department  or  purpose,  is  determined 
by  the  Fund's  Board  of  Trustees  in  consulta- 
tion with  University  officials. 

The  importance  of  these  gifts  is  im- 
measurable, for  the  money  can  be  channeled 
into  areas  of  need  for  which  current  funds 
are  inadequate  or  not  available.  Special 
equipment,  recruitment  of  new  faculty,  re- 
search fellowships,  a  "cost-of  education"  ad- 
justment in  the  value  of  scholarships  to 
correspond  to  a  tuition  increase — these  are 
needs  met  by  undesignated  gifts. 


THE  CONTRIBUTORS 


THE  TRUSTEES'  ACADEMY 

The  Trustees'  Academy  was  initiated  in 
1965.  Members  are  individuals,  corporations 
and  foundations  who  believe  in  the  potential 
of  Ohio  University.  They  may  serve  as  repre- 
sentatives of  President  Alden  at  public  func- 
tions, and  are  available  for  counsel  with  the 
President,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Deans 
of  the  Colleges  on  matters  affecting  the  Uni- 
versity. Membership  in  the  Academy  is  con- 


tingent upon  a  substantial  gift  or  pledge. 

Forty-two  alumni,  friends,  corporations 
and  foundations  responded  to  this  challenge 
last  year,  with  pledges  and  gifts  totaling 
more  than  $2.8  million.  The  importance  of 
their  role  in  the  development  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity may  be  seen  in  part  by  their  financial 
support  of  the  University :  52  percent  of  the 
total  cash  and  gifts-in-kind  and  87  percent 
of  all  deferred  gifts  in  1965-66  came  from 
members  of  the  Trustees'  Academy.

ATHENS  BUSINESS  DRIVE 

Since  1946,  the  Athens  business  com- 
munity has  contributed  support  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity through  an  annual  campaign.  During 
the  19  years  the  drive  has  been  conducted, 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  has 
been  contributed. 

The  1965-66  campaign  broke  all  previ- 
ous records.  One  hundred  and  sixty-six  busi- 
ness and  professional  men  in  the  community 
contributed  $33,311.  This  represented  in- 
creases over  the  preceding  year  of  41  percent 
in  number  of  donors  and  49  percent  in 
amount  contributed. 

Chairman  of  the  1965-66  campaign  was 
James  B.  Kimball,  who  is  with  the  General 
Telephone  Company  of  Ohio. 

OHIO  UNIVERSITY  ASSOCIATES 

The  Ohio  University  Associates,  initi- 
ated in  1965-66,  is  a  group  of  civic  and 
business  leaders  in  southeastern  Ohio  who 
help  generate  support  of  the  University  in 
their  communities  and  assume  liaison  roles 
between  their  communities  and  the  Univer- 
sity in  cooperative  activities  designed  to  pro- 
mote development  of  the  region. 

In  addition  to  business  activity  within 
the  area,  membership  in  the  Associates  is 
contingent  upon  a  gift  of  $250  or  more  to 
the  University.  In  1965-66,  the  82  charter 
members  gave  $99,945 — an  average  gift  of 
approximately  $1,220  per  member. 

SENIOR  CLASS  CHALLENGE 

The  Class  of  1966  set  a  precedent  while 
following  a  tradition.  The  tradition :  presen- 
tation of  a  gift  to  the  University  from  the 
graduating  class.  The  precedent  was  in  the 
size  and  nature  of  the  gift  itself. 

Departing  from  the  custom  whereby  the 
graduating  class  contributes  money  for  a 
particular  gift,  last  year's  seniors  conducted 
a  campaign  to  raise  funds  which  will  meet 
a  multiplicity  of  University  needs. 

The  Senior  Class  Challenge  represents 
the  first  such  project  ever  undertaken  by  an 
Ohio  University  graduating  class.  Approxi- 
mately  one-third    (408)    of  the   June   1966 


graduates  responded  with  pledges  totaling 
$20,285  over  the  next  five  years — an  average 
pledge  of  $50  per  senior  to  be  contributed 
in  installments  of  $10  a  year. 

Half  the  total  amount  will  be  deposited 
in  an  investment  portfolio.  The  balance  will 
be  used  to  meet  current  needs  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Uses  of  income  from  the  invested 
amount  will  be  determined  by  class  officers 
and  trustees  of  the  Ohio  University  Fund. 

Class  members  who  developed  and 
helped  conduct  the  campaign  were  Doug 
Allinger,  Joyce  Cipallo,  Connie  Justice,  John 
Kikol,  chairman  of  the  campaign,  Margo 
Kimpel,  Joel  Needle,  secretary- treasurer  of 
the  class,  Jim  Povec,  Frank  Sargent,  Stephen 
Vetter,  class  president,  and  Bill  Woodrock. 
Names  of  the  408  contributors  appear  in  the 
November,  1966,  issue  of  the  Ohio  Alumnus. 


FACULTY  AND  STAFF  MEMBERS 

One  hundred  and  seventy-two  faculty 
and  staff  members  contributed  $59,027  to 
the  University  in  1965-66.  Included  in  the 
total  were  nine  gifts  averaging  $5,043  each 
from  eight  emeritus  faculty  members  and  a 
past  president  of  the  University.  Excluding 
these  nine  gifts,  gifts  from  faculty  and  staff 
members  in  1965-66  averaged  $64  each. 


FEDERATION  OF  UNIVERSITY  PARENTS 

Established  two  years  ago,  the  Federa- 
tion's members  have  pledged  themselves 
to  improvement  of  University  Libraries 
through  purchase  of  books  as  part  of  the 
Library  Enrichment  Fund  program.  For 
each  $10  gift,  a  bookplate  inscribed  with  the 
donor's  name  is  placed  in  a  newly  purchased 
book.  A  gift  of  $100  or  more  adds  the  donor's 
name  to  sponsorship  of  a  rare  book  collection. 

In  1965-66,  572  donors  gave  $5,130, 
which  was  used  to  purchase  510  books  for 
library  collections.  This  represented  in- 
creases over  the  preceding  year  of  14  per- 
cent in  numbers  contributing  and  32  percent 
in  amount  given.  Cash  and  gifts-in-kind 
from  alumni  and  friends  brought  the  total 
number  of  books  received  by  the  Libraries 
through  private  gifts  to  704. 
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CORPORATE  MATCHING  GIVERS 

Matching  gifts  are  a  growing  part  of 
corporate  support  of  higher  education.  More 
than  340  companies  have  programs  encour- 
aging employees  to  give  to  colleges  and  uni- 
versities with  the  agreement  to  match  the 
employee's  gift  upon  notification  by  the  latter 


or  the  recipient  university. 

In  1965-66,  22  firms  matched  the  gifts 
of  47  employees.  The  amount  received  by  the 
University  from  these  alumni  and  their  em- 
ployers totaled  $3,380.  Firms  with  matching 
gift  programs  are  listed  in  the  January- 
February,  1966,  issue  of  the  Ohio  Alumnus. 


FUNDS  AND  FOUNDATIONS 


RUSH  ELLIOTT  PROFESSORSHIP 

The  Rush  Elliott  Professorship  in  Anat- 
omy, established  in  June  of  1965,  is  being 
permanently  endowed  by  physicians,  dentists 
and  other  persons  in  related  professions. 
Each  is  a  former  student  of  Dr.  Elliott,  who 
is  the  first  recipient  of  the  chair  and  has 
headed  the  University's  pre-medical  program 
since  joining  the  faculty  in  1924.  He  also 
served  10  years  as  dean  of  the  University's 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  before  return- 
ing at  his  own  request  to  full-time  teaching 
of  anatomy,  an  area  in  which  he  has  gained 
national  recognition. 

The  Rush  Elliott  Committee  for  Pro- 
fessionalism was  formed  to  help  fund  the 
$500,000  chair.  Chairman  of  the  committee 
is  Dr.  Asia  Whitacre,  Chesterhill,  one  of  Dr. 
Elliott's  former  students.  Although  response 
to  the  committee's  appeals  has  been  gratify- 
ing, there  is  much  more  to  be  donated  before 
the  goal  is  reached. 

Last  year  the  committee  initiated  the 
Rush  Elliott  Lecture  Series,  a  special  week- 
end for  Dr.  Elliott's  former  students.  The 
first  lecture  in  this  series  was  held  in  October 
of  1966. 

ZOUSMER  MEMORIAL  FOUNDATION 

The  Jesse  and  Ruth  Zousmer  Memorial 
Foundation  was  established  in  March  of  1966 
in  honor  of  two  graduates  of  the  University 
who  lost  their  lives  on  March  4,  1966,  in  an 
airplane  crash  in  Tokyo,  Japan. 

The  Zousmers  were  returning  home 
from  a  tour  of  ABC's  Far  East  news  bureaus 
at  the  time  of  the  accident.  Zousmer,  '36,  was 


news  vice  president  for  the  network  and  had 
a  distinguished  career  in  newspaper  and 
broadcast  journalism. 

In  a  special  memorial  service,  Elmer 
Lower,  president  of  ABC  news  and  a  col- 
league of  Zousmer,  observed: 

"In  a  career  such  as  this,  I  can  think  of 
no  more  fitting  tribute  than  the  Zousmer 
Memorial  Foundation.  The  Univeristy  in- 
tends to  make  the  foundation  a  living  me- 
morial to  Jesse  and  Ruth,  a  training  center 
for  young  people  in  television  journalism." 

Since  establishment  of  the  foundation, 
43  alumni  and  friends  have  contributed 
$8,623.  Funds  will  be  used  to  support  an 
expanding  curriculum  in  television  news  and 
a  training  center  for  television  journalism. 

A  governing  board  determines  distribu- 
tion of  contributions  to  the  foundation. 
Co-chairmen  are  Elmer  Lower  and  Paul 
Brickman,  '46,  vice  president,  Fuller,  Smith 
&  Ross,  Chicago.  Other  members  of  the  board 
are  Ohio  University  President  Vernon  R. 
Alden  and  N.  Joseph  Welling,  administra- 
tive assistant  to  the  director  of  broadcasting 
at  the  University. 

GORDON  K.  BUSH  MEMORIAL  FUND 

The  Gordon  K.  Bush  Memorial  Fund 
for  Newspaper  Journalism  was  initiated  in 
November  of  1965  in  honor  of  a  1924  alum- 
nus who  served  both  the  newspaper  profes- 
sion and  education  in  his  combined  role  as 
publisher  of  The  Athens  Messenger  and 
member  of  Ohio  University's  Board  of 
Trustees. 

His  father,  Frederick,  played  a  role  in

founding  Ohio's  School  of  Journalism  and 
inaugurated  the  program  of  practical  train- 
ing at  his  newspaper  for  the  University's 
students.  Gordon  Bush  continued  in  this  role 
until  his  death  in  November  of  1965. 

The  fund  will  provide  assistance  for 
journalism  students  and  help  support  faculty 
engaged  in  research  and  other  professional 
activities  related  to  newspaper  journalism. 
The  fund  was  initiated  with  a  gift  from  the 
Athens  Messenger  Publishing  Company; 
since  then,  44  friends  and  alumni  have  con- 
tributed $8,025. 

Uses  of  the  money  are  denned  by  a  gov- 
erning board  consisting  of  President  Alden, 
G.  Kenner  Bush,  publisher  of  The  Athens 
Messenger,  and  L.  J.  Hortin,  director  of  the 
School  of  Journalism.  Chairman  is  W.  Clay 
Littick,  president  of  the  Zanesville  Times- 
Recorder  and  WHIZ-AM-FM-TV. 

SEIGFRED  ROTATING  SCHOLARSHIP 

The  Earl  C.  Seigfred  Rotating  Scholar- 
ship was  initiated  in  honor  of  the  retiring 
dean  of  the  College  of  Fine  Arts. 

In  Dr.  Seigfred's  25  years'  tenure,  a 
School  of  Architecture,  a  Department  of 
Radio  and  Television,  and  the  Fine  Arts 
Visiting    Committee    were    established.    He 


also  planned  and  initiated  an  interdisciplin- 
ary doctorate  program  in  fine  arts,  the  first 
such  program  in  the  United  States. 

The  scholarship  fund  was  started  by 
his  former  students.  An  indication  of  their 
respect  for  him  may  be  seen  by  the  fact  that, 
in  less  than  eight  weeks,  134  individuals 
contributed  $2,930  toward  this  lasting  tribute 
to  the  Ohio  educator. 

Chairman  of  the  fund  is  Elizabeth 
Andersch,  professor  of  dramatic  art  and 
speech  at  Ohio  University. 

ROBERT  L  MORTON  PROFESSORSHIP 

The  Robert  L.  Morton  Professorship  in 
Education,  established  in  October  of  1965, 
bears  the  name  of  the  man  who  taught  at 
Ohio  University  for  42  years  prior  to  his 
retirement  in  1960.
